A  traffic  survey  carried  out  by  senior  students  of  Warwick  Academy  and  organized  by 
Current  Affairs  teacher  Mr.  Jonathan  Young  came  up  with  some  interesting  results.  The  survey 
showed  that  the  majority  of  road-users  exceeded  the  current  20  m.p.h.  speed  limit  and  that  most 
drivers  of  motor  assisted  cycles  and  scooters  are  still  reluctant  to  wear  crash  helmets.  Ber¬ 
mudians  are  the  worst  offenders  in  this  respect  but  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  tourists  wear  crash 
helmets.  The  report  recommended  that  more  publicity  be  given  to  the  wearing  of  crash  helmets 
and  that  the  speed  limit  be  varied  according  to  different  road  conditions. 

Traffic  is  rapidly  becoming  one  of  Bermuda’s  most  cricitical  problems  and  Dr.  Marshall 
proposed  that  this  project  should  take  place.  With  the  results  of  the  survey  it  could  be  found  who 
the  offenders  of  the  traffic  code  are,  what  steps  could  be  taken  to  prevent  these  violations  of  the 
law  and  what  future  generations  can  do  to  help  the  situation.
